Sir: 


I have received your letter of the 3d instant stating that an employee of a manufacturing 
jewelry firm had recently confessed to robbing them and selling the gold and silver stolen to a 
certain man who is a depositor at your Mint and that the Jewelers desire you to furnish the dates 
of the deposits and the amounts resulting therefrom and asking as furthering the ends of justice if 
you would be justified in doing so. 


I have to suggest that you consult with the United States District Attorney and after such 
consultation if you deem it not inconsistent with the interest of the Mint service and propose in 
furtherance of the ends of justice you are authorized to give such information in regard to the 
deposits referred to as you may deem expedient.
